Livtrpooi,  Nov.  14. 

COUNSELLOR  PHILLIPS. 

Thursday  se’nnight  a public  dinner  was 
Riven  to  C unaellor  Phillips,  by  the  friend* 
and  admiicrs  ol  that  celebrated  (Tentletnan,  at 
the  Gerrpe  Inn ; the  Rev.  W.  Shepherd  in  the 
Chair.  The  company  consisted  ot  near  a hun- 
dred and  twenty.  At  five  o’clock,  they  set 
down  to  a sumptuous  dinner.  The  clrth  re- 
moved, a number  of  toasts  were  emitted  from 
the  Chair ; and,  in  the  course  of  the  evening, 
several  fjentlcmen  gratified  the  company  wiih 
specimens  of  vocal  talent.

Nov, 
the  le.  m enlisted  seemed  to  include  someth  tig 
mercenary  ; and,  therefore,  he  would  teli 
them  that,  in  the  cause  of  liberty,  Mr.  Phil- 
lip came  forward  as  a volunteer,  and  con-e- 
quently  his  services  were  the  more  highlyes- 
teemed  When  he  said  that  Mr  Phillips  came 
forward  ss  a volunteer,  lie  meant  to  assert,  that 
he  might  lay  claim  to  a meed  nf  praise,  much, 
more  than  presents  itself  tn  mercenary  iux- 
diaries.

Another  Legislative  week  has  passed  away 
since  I addressed  you,  vet  the  exercise  of  your 
indisputable  right,  of  electing  your  Chief 
Magistrate,  remains  in  jeopardy 

Our  situation  reminds  me  of  Dean  Swift  and 
his  servants— The  Dean  was  very  sick,  his  ser 
vants.  who  loved  him  passionately  and  affec- 
tionately, were  bewailing  his  situation,  and 
their  own  disconsolate  state  in  case  of  his 
death,  when  a friend  called  to  see  him  You 
see,  said  the  Dean,  how  heartbroken  those 
poor  creatures  are,  all  weeping  and  mourning; 
vnu  see  bv  their  distress  and  iheir  anguish, 
flow  much  the  dear  souls  love  me,  but  they 
have  prophecied  that  I must  die,  and  much  as 
they  love  me,  they  would  rather  l should  die 
than  that  they  shnujd  turn  out  to  be  false  pro- 
phets. 

S i it  is  with  our  servants  : they  are  in  love 
with  the  people— the  pe  .pi  ’s  rights  are  dear 
to  them— they  p-ofeas  the  highest  regard  tor 
the  principles  of  free  republican  election — they 
contend  that  the  pn  pie  have  a -ight  to  rhuse 
the  Chief  M agist  ate  who  is  to  rule  • v»r  them 
— they  profess  to  be  willing  to  pledge  life  and 
fortune  to  support  the  pe  pie  in  those  sacred 
righis— hut  having  prophecied  that  Mr.

In  that 
case  Governor  Shelby  would  have  been  ob- 
liged by  the  special  provisions  jn  our  constitu- 
tion, to  have  have  continued  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  gov’t  That  provision  says 
that  the  Gov.  shall  exercise  the  government 
until  his  successor  is  qualified,  that  is,  sworn 
into  office;  and  liad  the  Gov.  elect,  Gov.  Shel- 
by’s successor,  died  as  ! have  observed,  be- 
fore he  had  sworn,  for  want  of  a successor  Gov 
Shelby  wop'  A have  had  to  address  the  Legisla 
ture  ; can  of  / one  imagine,  that  when  lie  in  that 
address,  V mented  the  death  of  his  interned 
successor  and  regreted  the  necessity  which 
obliged  f m to  continue  in  the  administration 
of  the  Gj  vernment,  he  would  have  failed  to  call 
on  the  Legislature  to  make  provisions  by  law 
for  the  appointment  of  a successor,  to  whom  he 
could  resign  the  government  l Or  can  any 
pel-son  suppose  the  Legislature  would  hesitate 
to  comply  with  that  reasonable  request  ? 1 
think  not.  But  suppose  they  should  have  an- 
swered, there  is  Lieut.  Governor  Slaughter, 
you  may  consider  him  as  your  successor,  and 
resign  the  government  toliim,  Governor  Shelby 
would  have  had  a right  to  have  answered  them, 
Lieut.  Governor  Slaughter  is  the  successor  of 
Lieut.  Governor  Hickman,  not  my  successor. 
I have  been  appointed  by  the  people  of  this 
state  as  Governor.  The  people  intended 
George  Madison  as  my  successor,  his  death  has 
disappointed  them,  the  Constitution  lias  or- 
dered me  to  act  as  Governor,  until  a Governor, 
my  successor  comes  and  takes  the  station — 
the  sooner  that  successor  is  ready,  the  better. 
I shall  be  pleased,  I see  no  consitutional  author- 
ity, for  one  acting,  or  protem  Governor’s  trans- 
ferring the  Government  to  another  actingorpro- 
tem  Governor.

Extract  of  a letter  from  Col.  R M Johnson  to  one 
of  the  Editors,  dated  Washington  City,  Jan.  9, 

1517. 

“ We  have  had  much  debate  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  repealing  in  part  the  law  ot  last  session 
paying  for  lost  property.  With  great  difficul- 
ty we  have  at  length  decided  by  a small  ma-  j 
jority,  that  no  part  of  the  law  should  be  re- 
pealed- The  second  object  was,. to  abolish* 


| the  commissioner,  nr  office  of  claims,  and 
transfer  the  whole  of  the  business,  arising  un- 
der the  various  provisions  of  the  act,  to  the 
accountant  ot  the  vac  department  This  mo 
tiun  has  prevailed,  and  it  is  probable  the  bill 
will  pass  the  house  in  its  present  form,  which 
leaves  the  law  ol  the  last  session,  paying  for 
property  lost,  and  transferring  the  execution 
of  the  law  to  the  war  department.  It  is  very 
doubtful  what  will  be  done  in  the  senate; 
either  to  continue  the  office  of  claims,  and 
subject  the  decisions  to  the  executive  govern- 
ment, or  appoint  three  commissioners,  or  t> 
take  the  bill  as  above  staled.  The  proceed 
ing*  on  this  business  has  had  a great  tendency 
to  delay  and  embarrass  die  progress  of  busi- 
ness before  the  commissioner  of  claims  on  the 
subject  ot  lost  horses,  arms,  &c.  It  is  a sub 
jtet  in  which  the  western  country  is  deeply 
interested.  1 hope  ultimately,  and  even  at 
this  session,  the  whole  of  the  claims  presented 
will  be  acted  upon.  Upon  our  arrival  here  we 
found  that  the  commissioner  had  in  all  cases 
of  loss,  particularly  in  governor  Shelby’s 
corps,  deducted  from  the  price  of  the  H rse, 
forty  cent*  for  every  day  from  th“  time  the  de- 
tachment returned  to  Portage,  on  the  2Jtu, 
until  the  termination  of  the  period  for  which 
they  were  considered  in  service  on  their 
march  home.  Which  deduction  amounted  in 
each  case  to  about  12  or  15  dollars.  Upon  a 
representation  of  tin*  case  to  the  President  of 
the  United  Stales,  With  statements  to  prove 
its  injustice,  he  gave  directu  ns  that  the  ac- 
counts should  be  settled  with*  ut  the  deduc- 
tion. In  case  of  invalid  pensioners  I have  had 
the  certificate*  of  pen  iron  in  every  case  of  in- 
valids that  was  found  on  the  Kentucky  roll 
transmitted  to  Mr  Crockett,  the  pension  a 
gent,  that  upon  application  to  him  by  the 
wounded  soldier  he  might  find  no  difficulty  in 
drawing  his  pension.  I he  committee  on  mili- 
tary  affairs  have  determined  to  report  a bill

TREASURY  CIRCULAR. 

The  a shut  Depahtment,  Dec  20th,  1816 

Sir — I have  received  notice  from  the  P e* 
dent  and  Directors  of  the  Bank  of  the  United 
States,  that  tl»e  Bank  will  commence  its  r pe 
rations  <n  Philadelphia,  on  the  1st  day  ol  the 
next  year,  and  that  they  will  be  ready  • n that 
ilay  to  receive  the  public  monies  deposited  in 
the  State  Banks,  and  hold  them  subject  to  the 
orders  of  the  Treasury.  Like  nonces  are  ex 
p<  cted  upon  the  eslabliHhment  of  BraiiCi- 
Banks  in  the  principal  commercial  cities.  He 
fore  any  definite  decision  is  made  upon  this 
proposition,  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  ascer- 
tain the  course  winch  the  State  Banks  in 
those  cities  will  pursue  in  relation  to  the  re 
sump  ion  of  specie  payments.  If  t|ie  deter- 
mination of  the  Banks  to  resume  specie  pay 
ments  on  the  1st  of  July,  1817,  which  has 
been  communicated  to  this  department  is  per- 
severed in,  tl  ere  will  be  no  hesitation  in  or- 
dering the  transfer  to  be  made  with  as  little 
delay  as  the  interest  of  the  community  will 
admit.  As  an  inducement  to  change  that  de- 
termination, it  is  proposed  on  the  part  of  the 
Treasury,  that  if  the  Mate  B nks  will  resume 
specie  payments  on  the  20lti  day  of  February 
next,  that  the  public  money  now  in  their 
vaults  shall  not  be  transferred  to  those  of  the 
Bank  ot  the  United  States,  and  that  between 
that  day  and  the  1st  of  July  next  as  small  a 
portion  of  that  sum  shall  be  drawn  as  the  de- 
mands upon  the  Treasury  will  admit. 

As  the  receipts  in  the  Treasury  during  the 
year,  will  probably  exceed  the  current  demands 
upon  the  treasury,  it  is  pr  »posed  to  discharge 
those  demands  principally  fi-om  the  current  re- 
ceipts, until  after  the  1st  day  ot  July,  1817, 
subsequent  to  that  day  the  money  will  be 
drawn  for  as  the  demands  upon  the  treasury 
may  require  ; but,  in  no  case  shall  it  be  drawn 
for  the  purpose  of  being  deposited  in  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States,  except  to  sustain  it  a- 
gainst  ahy  pressure  which  may  be  attempted 
to  be  made,  upon  it  or  its  branches.  The  nuans 
of  the  treasury  to  aid  die.  operation  of  banks, 
in  effecting  a revolution*^  the  state  of  the  cur- 
rcncy,  so  imperiously  necessary  to  the  public 
interest,  are  considered  ample,  and  the  strong- 
est disposition  exists  to  apply  them  so  as  to 
produce  the  most  beneficial  results.  The  pow- 
er of  transferring  such  portion  of  the  deposits, 
with  a view  to  equalize  the  benefits  resultii  g 
from  them  among  the  banking  community,  us 
the  situation  of  the  aeveral  banks  may  require, 
is  expressly  reserved. 

In  making  this  proposition  to  the  state  banks, 
the  strongest  reliance  is  placed  in  their  dispo- 
sition to  join  in  the  effort  necessary  to  relieve 
this  community  from  the  evils  to  which  it  has 
been  subjected  by  the  disordered  state  of  the 
circtllatingturrency.  It  is  confidently  believed 
that  the  interests  of  the  banks  and  of  the  com, 
munity  are  not  in  opposition  to  each  other  and- 
that  any  sacrifice  which  the  effort  may  cost 
them  will  be  compensated  by  the  advantages 
and  facilities  which  it  is  in  the  power  of  the 
treasury  to  afford  them.  In  deciding  upon  the 
question  submitted  to  their  consideration,  the 
friendly  character  and  disposition  of  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States  towards  them  ought  not 
to  be  overlooked. 

The  deep  interest  which  the  Treasury  has  in 
the  support  of  Bunk  credit,  and  the  connection 
which  it  has  with  the  United  States*  Bank, 
would  independent  of  the  known  disposition  of 
that  instution  to  conciliate  the  State  Banks,  be 
sufficient  to  protect  them  against  an  illiberal 
policy  on  its  part. 

In  closing  this  communication,  candor  com- 
pels me  to  state,  that  there  exists  no  reason  to 
expect  that  the  resolution  of  the  last  session  of 
Uong'ress,  relative  to  the  collection  of  the  reve- 
nue after  the  29th  of  February  next,  will  be  re- 
scinded.
